MR. WM. HUGHES FOUND DEAD 
BY HIS BROTHER. 


He Started to Locate a New 


An Affection of the Heart 
the Immediate Cause. 


On Monday, Mr. Jos. Hughes, a 
prominent rancher who lives about 
twenty-tive miles south of Moose Jaw, 
arrived in town with the sad_intelli- 
gence of the death of his brother, Wm. 
Hughes, which happened under most 
distressing circumstances 

About 10 a.m. on Wednesday, May 
llth, deceased left his brother's ranche 
—where he kad resided fur over a 
month, owing tohaving been burnt out 
—to locate a new ranche southwest of 
the old one. Expecting to be away 
for some time, he took provisions to 
carry him # week or ten days. 

On the following Sunday, May 15th, 
while going to Mr. Glover's, his brother, 
Joseph, found the horses hobbled, and 
thinking they had got away started 
in search, As the country is very 
hilly he did not succeed in tinding him 
that afternoon. In the evening he 
reached Mr. Lowe’s ranche and both 
continued the search, but were un 
successful. On Menday morning Mr. 
Hughes again set out, and abouc nine 
o'clock found the camp, and to his 


astonishment, his brother lying dead | 
He was lying on | 


beside the wagyon. 
his back and had evidently been dead 
some time. Mr. Hlughes thinks that 
he must have dropped dead on Wed- 
nesday evening while eating his supper, 
as the basket was uncovered with the 
knife lying on top, and little if any 
had been esten, He was therefore 
dead four days before he was found. 
Had the horses not been found it 
might have heen two weeks at any 
event, as he was not expected to re 
turn before that time. 

He left him as he found 
proceeded to town to notify the coroner, 
who happened to be absent at Yeilow- 


him and 


treatment for an affection of the heart, 
it being well known that his case was 
a hopeless one and he being advised to 
go to the hospital some time ago, Dr. 
McCulloch did not consider an inquest 
necessary The immediate cause of 
death was the bursting of a blood 
vessel which had heen diseased for 
soine time. He was brought to town 
Tuesday morning The funeral was 
held in the afternoon, Rev. T. Ferrier 
conducting the service, 

Deceased was in hia forty-third year. 
At one time he was section foreman at 
Pilot Butte, but about four years ago 
was transferred to Yellowgrass. About 
two years ago he left the railroad 
and went ranching.

THE FUNERAL. 


Engineer Baker and Fireman 
Smythe Laid to Rest. 


Not for many a day has Moose Jaw 
had such a sad visitation as that which 
came to us last week by the andden 
and tragic death of two of oar railroad 
men, During the early hours of Fri- 
day morning Engineer Alf. Baker and 
Fireman Smythe left Medicine Hat 
with a freight train. About aight miles 
this side of Forres there is a small 
bridge which ia said to have been burnt 
out by prairie fires during the night, 
and ovr unfortunate townsmen being 
the first to pass over the bridge were 
instantly dashed into eternity by the 
locomotive running into the conlee 
below. The tender ran over the 
engine and carried away the cab and 
smoke stack. Six cara of shingles 
followed. When found Engineer Baker 
and Fireman Smythe were both terribly 
mangled and broken up, and being 
covered with sand and mud were hard- 
ly recognizable Judging from their 
position it is evident that they died at 


their post, as they were in their 
respective places in the engine. The 
train crew belonged to Medicine Hat, 


and the head brakeman fortunately 
escaped owing to his having gone back 
to the caboose for lunch A tramp 
who was stealing a ride waa also 
slightly injured. 

The bodies of Engineer Baker and 
Fireman Sinythe were taken to Medi- 
cine Hat, where they were coffined and 
sent to Moose Jaw, arriving here on 


Saturday evening's No. 2, A large 
crowd gathered at the station to meet 
and convey them to their respective 


homes, 

A joint funeral waa held on Sanday 
afternoon. Rev, J. C. Cameron coa- 
ducted the preliwinary service at the 
late residence of Fireman Smythe, and 
Rev. Measrs. T. Ferrier and H. C. 
Sweet at the residence of Eugineser 
Baker. The funerals praceeded to the 
Methodist church, where a joint funeral! 
service was held, Rev. Mr. Ferrier 
preaching & very impressive funeral 
sermon, So large was the attendance 
of frieeds that the spacious church waa 
only large enough to hold about two 
thirda of those who came to witness 
the last sad rites. 

Mr. Baker leaves a wife and family 
to mourn his loss. Mra Haker waa a0 
overcome with grief that she was 
unable to attend the funeral. Fireman 
Smythe was unmarried but lived with 
his mother, whom he brought fron: 
Switt Current only two months ago. 
Neither carried any insurance. 

Mr. Baker’a parents and a brother 
and sister came up from Broadview to

It now appears that there is to 
be no legislation this session to. re- 
lieve the farmers from the elevator 
monopoly. Owing to Mr. Douglas 
having made a compromise with the 
CPR Mr. Richardson and Mr. 
Oliver withdrew their support from 
the Bill and as it was to late in the 
session for Mr. Richardson to in- 
troduce his own Bill, he prepared 
certain amendments to the he- 
fore the House. Then when the 
bill was called last week it was not 
proceeded with, andasthe!usinessot 
the Government will occupy nearly 
all the time of the session it Is not 
probable that the Bill will come up 
again.

Supt. Geggin Instructs the Teach- | criticised by the Superintendent. 
| ers and Counsels the Parents 
| 


of Moose Jaw. 

As announced last week, by direction 
| of the Deparment of Public Instruction, 
| the teachers of the district were con- 
| vened on Friday and Saturday to meet 
the Superintendent in Institute work. 
Neurly every teacher in the district 
| was present The meeting was of un 
usual benefit, as Mr. Gogyin did most 
of the work. Five helpful lectures were 
given, each covering the subject dealt 
with fully and practically. In this 
manner instruction of the most lasting 
| kind is given to teachers who are thus 
| enabled to come into poxsession of the 
| latest ideas and to secure advice from 
| one who has made the study of primary 
|; education his life work. 


| In teaching the subject of Spelling, 
| the different types of children were 
| mentioned. It is advisable to give the 
child who can readily grasp words by 
sight, blackboard work. The child 
| who learns readily through his ear may 
| not need the visualized form as much 
| as he requires oral spelling Before 
teaching the lesson, the teacher should 
select the words typical of the forms 
| he wishes to teach. It is a waste of 
' time to teach words whose form pre 
| sents no difficulty. The difficult words 
may for the most part be classitied with 
others that either present the same 
combination and the same sound (as 
weigh, neigh, sleigh) or that have the 
samy sound and different combinations 
(as ail, ale, bass, base). The type word 
is written on the board and attention 
called to the difficulty. After erasion 
and reproduction by the scholars, 
another of that class is given oraliy 
and the class write. In the sa:ne 
manner the list is dictated. The list 
of words missed should be kept by the 


same time keep hisown. The review 
work with each lesson will give the 
schotar the opportunity to refresh his 
memory on words over which he has 
blundered. The work of frequently 
and carefully inspected transcription 
for junior classes recommended.
